Robert D. Wynn, for some time "out" 
on electric railroad matters as the, result of 
.departure into another line of work, Sil- 
urian-water management, is looming .lb 
•the fore in a project for railroad building 
from Waukegan to tue lake region and he 
feels that the time is bore when his long 
cherished hopes may bo realized. 

There are prospects of the old Fox Lake 
: rnilroad being returned to the .management 
.of Mr. Wynn and others he may interest 
in it and doveloped in accordance. with his 
original plans. 

In fact, matters have progressed to the 
extent that he has already taken up with 
A. C. Frost and the electrio road receivers, 
the matter of getting the local line back 
into his control , and* he states it may be 
•done.- Furthermore, he has already inter- 
ested financiers who have built seventeen 
railroads, and they have promised him 
'they will build the road if he raises one- 
fourth of the money needed. 

So far as getting the local line back, he 
states it is quite possible. The road is not 
owned by the C. & M. railroad.^ It is in 
the hands of the receivers of the road only 
through (heir acting as recoivers for A. C. 
Frost's private affairs. Of course if Mr. 
Frost's private affairs reached the state 
where the receivers had to confiscate the 
Fox Lako lino, it. couldn't be done, but 
this is not probable 

Mr. Frost has told Mr. Wynn that he 
would do all he could to help promote the 
plan which Mr. Wynn has now taken up. 

The plan now conceived will cost 81,500,- 
000 to execute and the men he. has inter- 
ested state if he will raise 8300,000, they 
will raiso the rest and build the road west 
into the lake region. Tue proposed route. 
to be selected finally by. the promoters, will 
■ take the road west from Waukegan to 
j Gurnee, Graysluke, Fox Lake; Marengo 
and Woodstock, in Mc Henry county, and 
possibly to Lake Geneva, 

The plan seems feasible to the' promoters 
because the road will be able to conned 
with the Elgin- Aurora-Del videre- Marengo 
lines and they foel the roads would feed to 
this lake shore line because .of the great 
attractions in this section, including the 
Naval Training Btation, Fort Shoridan, 
Zion City, etc. 

~ Mr. Wynn bos taken hold of tho pran 
with a zeal and states that ho will feel out 
the people and see if they still wish tho 
road built west as they have in past years, 
for there has always been a demand and 
request that the line.be extended. 

The territory is such that it is believed 
the road would pay great in passen- 
ger and freight service, and if tho people 
•along the route will take preferred stock 
which will be tendered them it is felt tout 
the road will bo .built and the long talked 
of connection" with the Jake region made. 

Under the termB by which Mr. Wynn 
sold to "Frost, the latter was to build the 
Fox Lake line west when he had completed 
the main line into Milwaukee. That is 
now done but the extension west doesn't 
look possible under the receivership con- 
dition, hence the plan to take up the new 
project as ontlined.

MILWAUKEE EIGHTS 
ARE KILLED BY 

GOV. DAVIDSON 

The fight game ia dead in Milwaukee, 
according to dispatches received from there 
Wednesday night. Governor Davidson 
notiCed Sheriff Knell that the Papke-Kelly 
fight set for Oct. 15, must not be permitted, 
nnd that further violation of the law 
against prize lighting must be stopped. 
The Governor merely said that "complaint 
had been made that a prize fight had been 
arranged." 

The sheriff says that he will obey the 
Governor's. orders, and ho notified Harlan 
Zea of the Milwaukee Boxing club to call 
of! the bout. 

The fighting gamo in Wisconsin was 
practically shut down for several years, but 
in 1000 it was revived and six round bouts 
wore permitted. When the Ketchel- 
Papke ten round fight was scheduled dur- 
ing the summer and held without objection 
from the state officials it was believed that 
limited round fights would not bo intci* 
fered with ngain. and tho three local box- 
ing clubs had arranged for good cards this 
winter. The first of these was to be the. 
Papke-Kelly go next week Thursday. 

In an interview with Mr. Hugo Kelly 
Thursday morning he stated that if the 
tight can not bo pulled off in Milwaukee, 
arrangements will bo mndo to go to San 
Francisco. In the meantime, however, 
tho training will be kept up at the training 
quarters at G. E. Barman's, Bluff Lake, 
where every afternoon large crowds gather 
to witness tho training.

Raymond Baldwin, of G07 Oak avenue, 
Chicago, shot himself Monday at Fort 
Sheridan. He was sixty years of age and 
had been in the neighborhood of Highwood 
and Fort Sheridan the lost few days en-" 
gaged in his occupation of exterminating 
rats and mice. 

HiBbody was found by Dr. Griffith, 
chief physician at tho reservation, . in the 
riding hall of the fort, a large enclosure 
where the soldiers practice shooting and 
horseback ridsng. 

A thirty-eight caliber American Arms 
company revolver lay at his side and told 
the tail. 

The few people about the fort who had 
become acquainted with Baldwin said he 
visited Highwood frequently and drank 
heavily. A verdict of suicide was given 
by tho coroner's jury. 

Tho corpse was taken to the post morgue 
immediately after the finding -and Adjut- 
ant Brown notified. As tho deed was com- 
mitted inside of the reservation local 
county authorities were powerless. Uncle 
Sam held sway.' 

Although the man is supposed to have 
committed suicide in the morning, the 
body was not discovered until late in the 
afternoon, when Lieutenant Griffith was 
conducting a party of visitors through the 
hall. 

In a corner the lieutenant found tho 
body with the head leaning against* the 
wall. At first Griffith thought tho man 
was nsleep or intoxicated . Then he noticed 
a bullet wound in the middle of tho fore- 
head and n revolver laying near and saw 
that the man was head. 

In the pockets of the suicido was found 
two cards giving tho name of Edmund W. 
Baldwin, 607 Oak ayenue. A purse con- 
taining one cent, a bunch of keys and a 
bottle half filled with whisky wero the only 
other articles in the clothing. 

Dr. Griffith, as will be remembered, was 
the first to secure n confession from tho 
German named Amnnn. who murdered his 
foster son near the reservation last spring. 

BOY KICKS GUN 

AND SAVES SUICIDE 

OF HIS FATHER 

Hearing the click of tho hammer on a 
shot gun as the weapon was cocked for use, 
the son of Fred Johnson of Liberty vide 
opened the door of a bed room to see his 
father just about to blow out bis brains. 

The boy kickecj, vigorously out with his 
foot just in time to send the barrel of the 
gun away from his father's head, it is said, 
and the shot' riddled the door jamb with a 
dull roar that could be heard for some dis- 
tance. 

Johnson is a former prominont railroad 
man. Until .three weeks ago he was road 
master for the Chicago, Milwaukee and 
St. Paul railroad company between Liber- 
ty ville and Janosville. 

Three weeks ago as the result of official 
friction ho lost his job, it is reported, and 
has been despondent over since. Tuesday- 
after his return from a trip to Chicago he 
went to his room with hie shot gun and 
made the chronicled attempt on his life. 

Tho sixteen year old son is the hero of 
ihe incident. No arrests were made and 
the facts would never have become public 
had not a member of the family talked on 
tho Btreeta of Liberty ville about it.

Judge Charles" H. Donnelly of the circuit 
court Wednesday morning appointed 
Mayor Alexander Robertson of Highland 
Park as receiver for J. M. Bower in his 
contract with the government of theUnited 
States for placing 12,000 cubic yards of 
Band filling on the government breakwater 
at the naval training station located just 
below North Chicago with the usual powers 
of a receiver in chancery and accordingly 
Mr. Robertson was authorized to hire the 
necessary derdge, equipment and men; to 
perform the work and to obtain payment 
from the government for work under con- 
tract ami to disburse so much of the money 
as may bo necessary in payment of the 
labor employed on the work or in the pay- 
ing of a lump sum per day for the pumping 
of sand to fill the breakwater. 

It is further adjudged that Mr. Robert- 
son as receiver should hold the balance of 
the money received from the government 
and any money he may receive from Mr. J. 
M. Bower untif further order of the court 

It was further adjudged that Mr. Bower 
should turn over the money already drawn 
by him from the government on account of 
tue contract. . 

T-be receiver's bonds which nmount to 
three thousand dollars will be filed with 
Circuit Clerk L. O. Brockway. 
. The _action upon the part of the court 
was due to a failure upon the part of Mr. 
Bower to keep a contract with the North 
Shore Fuel and Supply Company it is 
alleged. * 

When Mr. Bower secured the naval 
training station contract a subcontract was 
let to the North Shore Fuel and Supply 
Company. Mr. Bower, at that time con- 
tracted to turn over vouchers received by 
him from the government for the work 
which was to be expended under their di- 
rection, j. 

Recently Mr. Bower is charged with 
having received vouchers.

Milk Dealers of Waukegan Combined to 
put Price of Milk Way Up fc 

Has trust of such proportion been 
affected in Waukegan among milk dealers 
that they have combined to sho7e the price 
of milk up unnecessarily? 

Has that "trust" reached the stage 
where possibly, state or national interfer- 
ence would be justified nnd possible? 

Are the farmers really getting more for 
their milk than they did not long ago and 
if tbey are not,, why has tho retail price of 
milk gone up right along? 

If there is no "trust" why have cer- 
tain milkmen been almost threatened be- 
cause they sell milk cheaper and why have 
they- been offered money frem other dealers 
if .they would only join and adopt the 
advanced price? 

These are some of the questions which 
are brought fortlras the result of a state- 
ment of a local milk dealers who is classed 
as the only independent dealer in the* city, 
the only man in the alleged combine. 

ThiB dealer has some most interesting 
and sensational statements and told a 
representative some of them this week and 
while they may incur the displeasure of 
some of the deals when they read them. 

Here in substance is what the dealer in 
question said. 

"I understand that the farmers are not 
getting any more fortheir milk than they 
did before the advance was made by the 
retailers to the consumers. • However, I 
have started in business and I am selling 
yor6cent8a quart instead of 7 cents as 
other dealers are doing. I get 7 cents for 
the small bottle of cream.. I am making 
money at this price and am satisfied. 

"They have been after me for some time 
to join with them in their association in 
order to moke me shove up the price of 
milk but I have refused to do so for I am 
satisfied with making what;. I can on my 
sales at present. 

"When I refused to join or shove up the 
prices they even offered to pay me some- 
thing for the milk over what I am making 
in order to have me assure them I would 
raise the price. I have stuck it out, how- 
ever, and intend to remain in business 
despite some of the threats that I will be 
driven out in one way or another." 

DOUBLE HEADER 
. AT LIBERTYVILLE 

LAST SUNDAY 

Lsst Sunday- a delegation of Antioch 
base ball fans went to Liberty ville to 
witness the last of b series of three games 
between the Antioch Stars and North 
Chicago White Sox.

HELD ON SERIOUS, CHARGE 



Federal Authorities Are on His Track and 

After Present Case is Disposed of 

They will Have Him Arrested 



When John Gilpin serves his year in the 
Lake county jail as the result of inability 
to get bonds in connection with the peace 
warrant which was issued against him by 
Justice Weiss on request of his, wife and 
father-in-law, Colonel Vidvard,' of Grass 
Lake, he will be taken into custody by the 
federal authorities and will spend many 
years in a federal prison. 

The charge on which the latter arrest 
will be ma'de is "sending threatening 
letters through the mails," the specific 
cases being letters which be wrote to hh 
father-in-law, Col. Vidvard, threatening 
to kill him. Any number of these letters 
were received by the colonel and the" feder- 
al authorities, hearing of it, have demanded 
that they be turned over to them so tbey 
may take action against Gilpin. They 
have the letters and are waiting for Gil pin- 
to get hia peace bond of $1,000 or serve out 
his year when they will nrrest him." 

The law is that they can send him to 
prison for each offense nnd as there are 
several such letters, he faces a long term in 
cane they prove their case and there seems 
no question nbout that part. 

Col. Vidvard was in Waukegan Tuesday 
and stated that while he had done all in his 
power to help bis son-in-law, he had; tired 
of it and the threats against his life* have 
changed-his -demeanor and ho'is willing to 
have the young man punished for he is in 
bodily danger so long as he is free. - 

Gilpin served u term in the Chicago 
bridewell for slashing a friend with a razor 
andjjecause his wife and father-in-law 
would not help him out of the trouble he 
became angry and the threats followecl. 
Col. Vidvard is one of the finest men one 
would care to meet and regrets the disgrace 
brought upon him.

KANE COUNTY MAN 
INVENTS MACHINE 

FOR FILLING SILOS 

After months of conscientiour labor, in- 
duced by recognizing the need of a ma- 
chine with which to fill ' a silo, P. W. 
Strohm of Wayne hna.just compelled a 
machine which meets the need, and he 
secured a pateut on the appliance at Wash- 
ington a few duyB ago. The model ma- 
chine which Mr. Strohm constructed afyer 
drawing the plans for tho silo Oilier, is now 
in use on the Wayne farm of tho patentee, 
and farmers of.' the vicinity have beon ex- 
aming it, and ninny have expressed, 
their intention of securing one. 

Mr. Strohm has found his invention, so 
successful in doing the work intended that 
he has decided to place the machine on the 
market, nnd he will plan its manufacture 
as soon as possible. Some time ago Mr. 
Strohm placed a silo on his farni and when 
the harvest time approached he looked 
around for n better method of filling, the 
receptacle. »• 

The old method, wtyh men spreading 
tho fodder as it was blown into the* silo, 
was.tbe only one available, but the work 
must be done under difficulties, in the dark 
hole, with little air to work in. There- 
fore. Mr. Strohm evolved the idea- of do- 
ing the work mechanically. 

In order to perfect his ideas, and put 
them into form, ho went to. the Y. "M. O. 
A. last fall, and received instruction, from 
A. B. Leet, teacher of mechanical drawing. 
Mr. Leet gave him the benefit of his know- 
ledge, and at the same time* enabled the 
ambitions student to work out hia plans. 

After some months of study nnd thought 
he perfected the planB oh paper, and then' 
the model machine was built. Tho patent 
was granted to Mr. Strohm, and ho is now 
endeavoring to put it on the market. 

Every farmer and machinist who has 
seen tho machine in operation states ,\hat 
it is excellent for tho. intended purpose. 
Tho machine spreads the foddor by air pre- 
ssure, furnished by the "blower" UBed in 
elevating it to the top of the silo, whence 
it is removed to the capacious hold below.

A FATAL DISEASE OF HORSES

JProbable Causes <rf th* Malady antf Its Symptoms—By Hf 
J. Milks, D. V. M., Louisiana. 



Cerebrospinal meningitis In horses 
is also known as staggers, blind stag- 
gers, sleepy staggers, bottom sickness, 
etc., and scarcely any section of tho 
country lias escaped the ravages of 
the disease at somo time or other. 

Numerous theories have been ad- 
vanced as to the cause of this disease. 
It has been attributed to grazing upon 
low, marshy places, hence the name 
bottom sickness. The cause also has 
been laid to moldy corn or 1 fodder, 
poisonous plants, exposure to sun, Im- 
pure water, etc. Mayo, reporting a 
very similar disease, concludes it to bo 
due to a fungus, Aspergillus glaucus. 
The spores enter the circulation, find 
lodgment in the organs and set up In- 
flammatory conditions. The cerebral 
symptoms were due to an abscess of 
tho brain. Ho has also recovered tho 
above fungus from tho different or- 
gans.

In those cases that survived, the dls- 
ease attacked slowly, the animal usu- 
ally taking somo nourishment and 
showed all tho symptoms of a mild at- 
tack. 

The mortality was 00 per cent or 
more. Trentment availed little, unless 
started in tho first few hours of tho 
disease, and even then prognosis was 
unfavorable. 

Although tho exact cause of menin- 
gitis in horses and mules has never, 
as yet, boon satisfactorily demon- 
strated, either in this Country or 
abroad, it has been the opinion of Dr. 
W.'H. Dalrymple of the Louisiana sta- 
tion, who has experienced several pre- 
vious outbreaks In that state, dur- 
ing both the spring and summer 
months, that tho cause waB, in some 
way, associated with tho condition of 
tho feeding materials—either grass or 
cured products, such as corn, etc.— • 
brought about by the attack of molda 
or fungi; and that when a complete

In tho mild cases we got dullness, 
stupor, weakness, hanging of tho head, 
paresis or slight loss of control over 
one or more limbs, a slight rise in 
temperature, 102 to 103 degrees Fahr- 
enheit, often difficulty in swallowing. 
The visible mucosae were congested 
and brownish yollow. In these mild 
cases tho weakness never became so 
great that tho animal could not stand 
and usually It was able to take somo 
nourishment and water. 

The moro severe cases were mani- 
fested by the same general symptoms, 
.often, however, the respirations were 
much increased and labored. In the 
severe cases the animals usually re- 
fused food; but often showed a desire 
for water, although unable to drink. 
Tho digestive tract was almost com- 
pletely paralyzed. Purgatives seemed 
to do little good, no matter what tho 
dose. The' hypodermic use of eserlne 
or arecoleno did not produce purga- 
tion, but did exhibit other physlolog- 
leal phenomena. 

The diseaso generally runs a rapid- 
ly fatal course, lasting from a few 
hours to four or five days— usually 
not moro than three or four days. 
Tho lime given by somo authorities, 
eight to twelve days, is entirely too 
'ong, except in cases that survive.

The master's gown is like 
the student's, inasmuch as it Is plain 
black; but the sleeves are cut differ- 
ently, being long pendants shaped not 
unlike fish tails, and hanging from the 
elbows nearly to the bottom of the 
gown. The master's gown may be 
made of silk, as may also the bach- 
elor's gown If It Is worn by a man of 
long academic standing who has hap- 
pened to receive no higher degree; but 
the ordinary university man has no de- 
sire to clad himself in silk. 

Most doctors' gowns, especially in 
England and Scotland, have hoods that 
'give. them certain distinctions, and dif- 
ferentiate, by differences of color, the 
doctorates.- 1 — Harper's Weekly.

A Noiseless Room. 
For many physical researches a per- 
fectly noiseless room is a 'desideratum.

Recording Millionth^ of a Second. 

According to one of the government 
scientists, in experimenting with high-, 
power explosives used in guns a 
chronoBcope has been employed which 
registered the velocity of the pro- 
jectile at 16 successive points before 
It left the bore. It was possible with', 
this apparatus to' register time to tho 
millionth of a second. . 

In former experlmeats, where .the 
velocity did not exceed 1,500 or 1,600 
feet a second, the projectile recorded 
its time by knocking down a series of 
steel triggers projecting into the bore. 
But with velocities of 2,600 feet and 
more to the second, the trigger, in- 
stead of dropping, frequently plowed 
a groove in the projectile, and anoth- 
er device was necessary.

Cloudy Mirror. 
A mirror may have become cloudy 
from eltfier pf £wo reasons— the sur- 
face may have .become covered with 
fine scratches, or else too strong a 
light falling on it may have damaged 
the Bilverlng. In the former case the 
scratches may be almost completely 
removed by rubbing the part affected 
•with a piece of soft leather moistened 
jwlth water and ,dlpped in Jeweler's 
Touge. If you have .much to do It will 
save time to set up a buff wheel made 
of wood and grind out the scratches 
/with' fine pumice stone, and water, and 
then polish with a felt buff and rouge 
.•with water. 



Removing Paint from Wood. 
Tho easiest way to remove paint 
from wood is to burn it with a lamp 
■penally. constructed for the purpose; 
thin softens the paint to such a de- 
gree that it Is tbpn .easily scraped off 
with a painter's* flat-ended knife. If 
auch a lamp cannot be had, the paint 
jniay be removed by applying strong 
coda lye, and after leaving it for some 
^Imt scraping it off as before. If the 
wood Is to be repainted, it is necei- 
aary to go over It first with vinegar 
5r)wt»ki*pld r to m\V pr,ne^tiulii© -the 
soda which would prevent the paint 
from adhering.

Independence Proclaimed with Ferdi- 
nand as Their Czai — Austria An- 
nexes Bosnia and Herzegovina 
—Two Events May Provoke 
Sultan to War. 



London. — In the ancient capital 
of TIrnovo the independence of 
Bulgaria was proclaimed Monday, with 
the czar of the Bulgarians as a ruler. 
Czar of the Bulgarians is recognized 
to mean more than czar of Bulgaria, 
because it is a distinct Intimation 
that he regards his country as having 
sovereignty over all tho people of 
that blood in tho oast. 

Within a day or two Austria-Hun- 
gary, which has been working with 
Prince Ferdinand in this preconcerted 
pjan, will proclaim tho new 3tatus of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina. 

Tho question, which has been stir- 
ring tho whole of Europo more deeply 
than any similar question in the mem- 
ory of tho present generation is, does 
it mean war? Fjoiu all the capitals 
cbmo reports indicating that it means, 
i&'sfc of all, another European congress 
ot tho signers of the treaty of Berlin 
to- consider tho situation and probably 
(o revise tho treaty. 

Turkey May Avoid War. 

Turkey, caught in a moment of 
weakness, is the victim of this situa- 
tion, and while some internal animosi- 
ties have been stirred up, probably no 
power Is willing to make war. Reports 
from the emancipated Turkish press 
to London indicate that jthe "Young 
Turks" will swallow this bitter pill 
as best they can and, if they do, natu- 
rally the Bulgarians, while willing and 
eager for war, will have no cause on 
which to base the beginning of hostili- 
ties. 

From the British standpoint the 
' wholo affair has been a surprise, and 
more than a surprise, because for the 
flrst time in years tho British govern- 
ment felt itself with apparently a per- 
fect understanding with France and 
Russia and complete friendship with 
Italy, to be In a position where It 
dominated European politics, reserv- 
ing out of this consideration the al- 
most open enmity between itself and 
Germany. 

Great Britain's Warning. 
t Probably never In the history of Eu- 
rope have politics taken such amaz- 
ingly kaleidoscopic revolutions as dur- 
ing tho past week. An entangling sit- 
uation will come when the signatories 
of the Berlin treaty meet to consider 
what action shall bo taken regarding 
the violations of the treaty. Great 
Britain Monday night served notice 
that it does not recognize the right of 
•any of the parties to this treaty to vio- 
late its provisions, without consulting 
the others, but English diplomats 
know that the conference will resolve 
(tsqlf into a scramble among the pow- 
ers 1 to get what is termed In European 
politics "compensating advantages," 
which Austria, backed by Germany, 
has already obtained. 

The official statement Issued by the 
British foreign office says: 
"His majesty's government cannot 
;; admit the right of any power to alter 
an International treaty without the 
conseLt of the other parties to It, and 
it therefore refuses to sanction any in- 
fraction of tho Berlin treaty and de- 
clines to recognize what has been done 
until tho views of the other powers 
are known, especially those of Turkey, 
which is more directly concerned than 
anyone else." 

France Also for Peace. 
The chances of war between Bul- 
garia and Turkey are being minimized 
by. Great Britain and France, who are 
working together and who have ad- 
vised Turkey against It. Turkey ap- 
parently Is disposed to follow this ad- 
vice, and it Is believed that If hasty 
action on the part of Turkey can be 
prevented, Bulgaria will have difficulty 
in finding an excuse to begin war. 

Tho action of Prince Ferdinand in 
proclaiming tho independence of Bul- 
garia Is condemned alike by the gov- 
ernments and press of Europe, but In 
Borne quarters this is considered a 
matter of minor importance, so long 
nB It does not eventuate In war as 
compared with the threatened annex- 
atlon of the provinces of Bosnia and 
Horzcfe-ovlna .by Austria-Hungary. Be- 
ports from Belgrade indicate that 
eervlc has been aroused to the danger 
point, bands of Servians marching 
tho streets of Belgrade and shouting 
for war with Austria. 

I Turkey Refuses to Yield. 

Constantinople.— Tho • council of 
ministers met early Monday eve- 
ning and were still Hitting at midnight 
preparing a protest which will be sul> 
milted to Bulgaria and tho powers 
aguinst the violation of >he treaty of 
Berlin. 



to tho Turkish government that ho 
was compelled to respect tho volco 
of the nation, and hoped that the 
friendly relations betweon tho two 
countries would continue. Turkey's 
reply, which is being prepared, re- 
fuses to recognize Bulgaria's Inde- 
pendence. 

A committee of the "Young TurkB" 
party also is holding a session at 
which the situation Is being reviewed. 
Servians Are Enraged. 
Belgrado, Servla. — The nows of Aus- 
tria-Hungary's action with regard to 
the annexation of the provinces of 
Bosnia and Herzegovina has aroused 
Servla to the danger point. Tho 
streets are thronged with a wild mob, 
many of tho rioters discharging their 
revolvers and demanding war with 
Austria rather than annexation. 
Mediation by France. 
Paris.— Franco has essayed the role 
of mediator with tho object of pre- 
venting war between Turkey and Bul- 
garia, and as a result of Foreign Min- 
ister Pichon's series of conferences 
Mondny with the representatives of 
the powers, Including M. Iswolsky, the 
Russian foreign minister; Naoum 
Pasha, the Turkish ambassador to 
France; the Austro-Hungarian, the 
British, the American and the Italian 
ambassadors, and of active exchanges 
which have been going on between 
the various cabinets. It was an- 
nounced that France, Great Britain, 
Russia and possibly Italy were pre- 
pared to act In unison to preserve 
peaco and to call a conference of the 
signatories of the Berlin treaty to deal 
diplomatically with the situation that 
has arisen between Turkey and Bul- 
garia and to harmonize conflicting in- 
terests so that fresh complications 
may be avoided. 

Already certain tentative proposi- 
tions as a basis for such conference 
have been forwarded to Constantino- 
ple and ir the Porte's assent can be 
secured It is regarded as eertain that 
peace will bo maintained. The na- 
ture of these propositions has not 
been disclosed, but it is understood 
that they involve the recognition of 
Bulgaria's Independence as a "fait ac- 
compli." 

Bulgarians "Want War. 
The danger of war is believed to be 
in precipitate action at Constantinople. 
Forced by the "Young Turks' party, 
which may fear a blow at its prestige 
if it acquiesces in the loss of Bul- 
garia, and by the military party, which 
wantB to restore the old order of 
things, it Is feared that Turkey, al- 
though Ill-prepared both from a finan- 
cial and military standpoint, may pro- 
claim war. Should this be the case, 
the efforts of the powers will then bo 
directed to limiting the war to Bul- 
garia and Turkey. 

According to information received 
here Bulgaria would welcome war, as 
the Bulgarians are convinced that 
their army could march straight to 
Constantinople before tho Turkish 
forces could be mobilized. 

The view is now held here that 
there has been a double move on the 
part of Bulgaria and Austria-Hungary, 
these two countries acting together, 
and that Germany and Italy were ad- 
vised of it Jn advance. Russia also 
received an intimation of the plan, 
but M. Iswolsky asserts that he was 
not let fully into the secret and In 
somo respects was misled. 

Troops Moving to Frontier. 
The Temps Monday published a dis- 
patch from Vienna saying that the 
Bulgarian army Is marching toward 
the frontier and that the Turks also 
are moving forward to the encounter. 
Austria-Hungary Is mobilizing two 
army corps. 

Bulgaria Declares Independence. 

Sofia, Bulgaria.— Bulgaria, a tribu- 
tary principality under the suzerainty 
of the uulian of Turkey, Monday pro- 
claimed her Independence of Turkey. 

This action was taken at TIrnovo by 
Prince Ferdinand, who was elected 
prince of Bulgaria In 1887. The Bul- 
garian cabinet was present with the 
prince, having met Sunday at the 
frontier aud Journeyed with him to 
TIrnovo. 

Tho proclamation was made at the 
cathedral of Tinovo at 11 o'clock Mon- 
day. It was a dramatic scene, accom- 
panied by much enthusiasm. A manl- 
festo of Independence addressed to the 
nation waB subsequently Issued by the 
prince.

HURRICANE HITS MANILA 



IS SWEPT FOR HOURS BY 
TREMENDOUS STORM. 



Battleships Uninjured by the Fierce 
Gale and Heavy Sea Dam- 
age Done Ashore. 



Manila.— The Atlantic battleship 
fleet has safely outridden a hurricane 
which swept Manila bay for 12 hours 
and did much damage ashore. 

Typhoon signals were displayed 
early Sunday morning, but the storm 
broke over the bay suddenly and un- 
expectedly at noon. It was Impossible 
to hoist the cutters and launches be- 
longing to the fleet because of the dan- 
ger of smashing them against the 
steel sides of the battleships, and the 
little craft were sent scurrying Inside 
the breakwater Into the Pasig river, 
where they remained all night. 

The storm quickly increased in in- 
tensity and the torrential rains shut 
in the ships. 

At eight o'clock Sunday night the 
storm had reached its height and it 
then gradually tapered down until at 
midnight It was comparatively calm, 
although heavy seas swung across the 
harbor. 

During the storm all the battleships 
had steam up ready for any emergen- 
cy. Rear Admiral Sperry finally or- 
dered the flagship Connecticut and the 
Kansas, Minnesota, Vermont, Virginia 
and Ohio under way. They were close 
to Cavlte, where they anchored. 

At times tho wind blew at the rate 
of 100 miles an hour. All communica- 
tion with shore was cut off. It was 
impossible during the height of tho 
storm to see the warships through tho 
haze of rain and spray. 

Manila.— Lieut. Frank Taylor Evans 
of the battleship Louisiana and Limit 
Charles Burt of tho battleship Georgia, 
will be tried before a special court- 
martial board which will assemble on 
the battleship Wisconsin Monday. 

The charges against Lieut. Evans 
are for being absent from his station 
while acting as chief of tho deck, us- 
ing profane and disrespectful lan- 
guage to a superior officer and Intoxi- 
cation.

Lieut. Evans denies the charge of 
Intoxication and says that he will of- 
fer the testimony of a number of wit- 
nesses to provo that he has been sober 
and quite fit for duty. 



Fire Sweeps Summer Resort Near 
Boston. 

Boston. — Two of the lnrgest ho- 
tels, Cresthall and the Ocean View 
house, and three valuable summer cot- 
tages were destroyed by fire hero 
early Saturday with a loss estimated 
at more than 5150,000. Mrs. A. C. Du- 
mont of Cincinnati, who was a guest 
at Cresthall. was reported by the po- 
lice as missing, and men waited for 
the ruins to cool so that they could 
be searched. There were nearly 100 
guests in the two hotels and many had 
narrow escapes. Few persons wero 
able to save any of their property, as 
the hotel buildings were practically 
bamed to the ground. 

Cresthall was owned by Fred Hall 
acd the Ocean View by Mrs. L. B. 
O'Brien. Fifty gnests at Cresthall and 
30 at the Ocean View were aroused, 
and all bat one are known to havo 
made their escape before the Are 
reached them. Some from the Ocean 
Mew were able to save part of their 
effects. 

The fire started at midnight in the 
kitchen of Cresthall. A strong north- 
east wind swept the flames directly 
down the beach and only the timely ar- 
rival of aid from Boston, Chelsea and 
Revere, It Is believed, saved a large 
part of the valuable ocean front from 
destruction.

T hb marked general « nt ^ st Ze>j 
1 aeronautics arouBed by the Zep 
pelln and other dirigible ba loon 
flights In Europe, aeroplane flights in 
Prance, and Baldwin motor galloon 
and Wright aeroplane tests at Fort 
Myer, has been noted by officials of 
the Smithsonian institution and N*v 
tional museum. 

Prof. 8. P. Langley, who built tlie 
first successful power driven model of 
an aeroplane, was secretary of the 
Smithsonian institution and his vari- 
ous models, the famous Langley aero- 
drome and the numerous aeroplane 
parte uBed in His experiments In 
aerodynamics are now in possession 
of the Institution. These nnd other 
exhibits In tho Ji.stitut!on are being 
arranged into a special exhibit by 



of- tho National museum. 

Octavo Chanute, the father of aero- 
nautics \In tho United States, has of- 
fered to build one of his gliding ma- 
chines for the aeronautical exhibit, 
and It is understood that the Wright 
brothers will present the institution 
with a model of their latest flying ma- 
chine, and ono of their earlier glid- 
ing machines. 

As soon as the now building for tho 
Smithsonian Institution is completed 
the aeronautical exhibit will be ar- 
ranged to show each step in tho 
progress of aerial navigation from the 
hot-air balloon of Joseph Montgolfler 
in 1782 to tho Wright brothers' aero- 
plane. 

Ono of tho LillenthaVs two-winged 
gliding machines, a model of Har- 
grove's compressed air flying machine, 
which flow 319 feet; Strlngfellow's 
aeroplane model, exhibited In tho 
Crystal palace, London, In 1856, and 
numerous motors, propellers, wings, 
kites and other interesting parts of 
aeroplanes, are now in possession of 
the Smithsonian institution.
